1. DE LA FLOR HAS NOT YET DECIDED WHETHER TO ATTEND BOGOTA 
MEETING. PERSONALLY HE APPEARS TO BE AGAINST GOING, HAVING 
COMMENTED ON FACT BRAZILIAN AND ARGENTINE NOT ATTENDING AND 
THAT CHILEAN NOT DECIDED YET. HE ACCEPTED MY COMMENT 

THAT MEETING COULD BE OF GREATER VALUE IN LONG RUN IF IT LIVED 
UP TO VASQUEZ CARRIZOSA'S IDEAS AS REPORTED IN 
STATE 199639 

(OAS REPORT NO. 10). HOWEVER, WE HAVE HAD PRESS REPORTS OF 
A PERUVIAN WORKING DOCUMENT WHICH INDICATES SOMEWHAT MILITANT 
POSITION, PARTICULARLY AS REGARDS "ECONOMIC AGGRESSION" AND 
ALLEGED USE BY US OF MULTILATERAL CREDIT INSTITUTIONS AS 
INSTRUMENT OF POLICY. AS FURTHER EVIDENCE GOP INTENTIONS, 

FOREIGN OFFICE ADVISER TOLD DCM NOVEMBER 8 (LIMA 8175) THAT 
GOP WOULD WELCOME MORE 22 TO 1 VOTES AS "ONLY WAY" TO OBTAIN 
MORE USG CONCESSIONS TO LA ASPIRATION. SAME SOURCE SAID 
PERU'S DELEGATION IN BOGOTA WILL CONTINUE TO PRESS GOP CASE 
IN THIS JUST AS IN OTHER RECENT HEMISPHERE MEETINGS. 

2. DE LA FLOR DID INDICATE DESIRE FOR "CONSTRUCTIVE DEALOGUE" 

WITH US ON BASIS OF A LATIN AMERICAN POSITION TOBE THRASHED 
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OUT AT BOGOTA, BUT IT OBVIOUS FROM MY TALK WITH HIM THAT PERU 
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WILL BE OUT IN FRONT WAVING THE "ADVERSARY" BANNER. MY 
REFERENCES TO VASQUEZ CARRIZOSA, FACIO AND THE BRAZILIANS AS 
HAVING STATED THEIR HOPES FOR A MEETING WITHOUT "CONFRONTATIONS" 

AND RESULTING IN A MEANINGFUL DIALOGUE WITH THE US AT A LATER 
DATE EVOKED A POSITIVE RESPONSE BUT I AM SURE WHOEVER GOES TO 
BOGOTA FOR PERU, HIS ACTIONS THERE WILL MORE CLOSELY FOLLOW 
THE "ADVERSARY" LINE THAN THE NON-COMMITTAL REMARKS OF DE LA 
FLOR TO ME ON NOVEMBER 9.
